12 Years of Lowering 
City Taxes May End

The city of Grayling — which has steadily 
lowered its millage rate the last 12 years — 
may be forced to raise its taxes this year. 

The Grayling City Council is expected to 
make a final decision on its fiscal year 1985- 
86 budget at their regular meeting Monday, 
June 10th. 

To maintain current services for fiscal 
year 1985-86 (which starts July 1st), the city 
needs about $66,000 above estimated 
revenues, An extra 2.1 mills above last 
year’s millage would be required to balance 
the proposed 85-86 budget. 

This could be the first year since’ 1972 the 
city did not lower or maintain the same 
millage. 

In the last 12 years, the city has reduced 
its millage several times. In 1972, the city 
operational millage was 19.5 mills and its 
debt retirement millage was:3.9 mills, For 
1984, the operational millage was 12.7 mills 
and .25 mills for debt retirement. 

The total reduction in 12 years equals a 6.8 
mills decrease in operational millage and a 
3.65 mills decrease in debt retirement 
millage. 

Currently, the city council is considering 
raising the operational millage up to 14.8 
mills. 

The council held a public hearing 
Tuesday, May 28, concerning a proposed in- 
crease up to an additional 2.5 mills and no 
citizens spoke at the hearing. Jerry Mor- 
ford, Grayling City Manager, said that was 
a good indication most citizens were not up 
in arms over the proposed increase. 


Morford said the main reasons for an in- 
crease are losses in state revenue sharing, 
an expected loss in federal revenue sharing 
within the next year or so, and inflationary 
increases in gasoline, paper supplies, cop- 
per pipe, utilities, and other items the city 
has little control over the cost. 

The proposed general fund 85-86 budget

discussed at the public hearing listed total 


expected revenues at $664,400 and expendi- 
tures at $726,400 for a shorttall of $62,000. 

The council has already made some cuts 
into the proposed budget and held a work- 
shop session Monday, June 3rd, to look for 
more. The council has been working on the 
budget for months, and Morford and city 
treasurer Al Schreiner started preparing 
the budget in December of 1984. 

While the city has been able to decrease 
millage steadily since 1972, it has added gar- 
bage collection service, two police positions, 
and leaf-brush pick-up service. Morford 
said garbage collection currently costs the 
city about a mill and a half each year and 
the police positions about a mill each. 

For 1984-85, the city was able to maintain 
services despite a shortfall of about $28,000 
by using federal revenue sharing for police 
operations and by using reserve capital. 

In the last few months, the council has 
looked at several possible sources of addi- 
tional revenue including these: use federal 
revenue sharing for operations, charge for 
some services now paid out of the general 
fund, increase property tax, use income tax 
for general fund operations, put chamber of 
commerce building on the tax roll, re-asses 
all property, sell some city land, reduce or 
cancel Act 198 and 255 tax abatements. 

Possible expense cuts the council has con- 
sidered included cut leaf-brush pick-up, cut 
chamber of commerce appropriation, cut 
transit authority appropriation, cut beauti- 
fication line item, cut Christmas decora- 
tions, cut 60/40 sidewalk program, cut city 


‘repair of sidewalk, cut sidewalk snow- 


removal, cut sundry promotion, cut city 
payment for LEIN system, cut fire siren 
and leased line, return crossing guard cost 
to schooi or drop, cut city hall improve- 
ments, cut city garage improvements, cut 
city share of cemetery, cut city share of fire 
department, cut brine on streets, and cut 
personne! by using more prisoners. 


County Detectives Compare Notes, 
Capture Two B&E Suspects 


What better place to solve a crime than at 
a school for detectives? 

Charles Haas, detective for the Crawford 
County Sheriff Dept., was attending a train- 
ing seminar at Kalkaska when he heard 
Kalkaska detectives talking about a pair of 
suspects in several breaking and enterings. 

Haas compared notes with the Kalkaska 
law officers and discovered the suspects fit 
descriptions for several Crawford County 
breaking and enterings. 

-The Kalkaska County Sheriff Dept. nab- 
bed the suspects on a breaking and entering 
in progress call, and Crawford joined in the 
investigation. The Crawford County Sheriff 
Dept. recovered items valued at more than 
$1,500 believed to have been taken in four 
breaking and enterings along Fletcher 
Road. The items, ranging from saws, drills, 
tools, a freezer, and other household goods, 
were recovered from Prudenville. 

Donald Stenger, 23, of Prudenville, is 


being charged in Crawford County with four 
counts of breaking and entering, and Jim 
Bean, 19, of Prudenville, is being charged 
with one count of breaking and entering. 

A passing motorist stopped to use the 
public telephone at Ole Dam Party Store at 
3:30 a.m. Sunday morning and scared off 
someone attempting to break into the store. 
Police said an outer door had been pried 
open and the main entrance door was heing 
worked on with a tire iron. The motorist said 
the suspect ran right by him into the woods. 
Linda Sprague and her tracking dog Lex 
followed a trail and located a suspect. The 
name of the suspect is being withheld pend- 
ing issuance of a warrant by the prosecuting 
attorney’s office.

Study Finds Some 
Pollution Problems 
At Lake Margrethe

A pollution study of Lake Margrethe found 
most septic systems along the lake are not 
degrading the water. 

Four isolated cases were found, however, 
where septic systems were probably the 
cause of reduced water quality. 

The study, conducted last fall by the 
Northeast Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments, also found fertilization of lawns 
along the lakeshore and erosion from road- 
ends to be problems. 

The study found a high level of nutrient 
pollution entering the lake near a year- 
round residence in Portage Lake Park Sub- 


division. A new mound wastewater system 


was installed at the site in 1983. The mound 
system was installed as far away from the 
lake as possible, but apparently a stream is 
now picking up the discharge of nutrients 
from the mound system and transporting 
them rapidly into the lake. 

The study recommended channeling the 
small stream through solid pipe from a road 
culvert to the lake to solve the problem. The 
study estimated it would cost $2,500 and 
gave this case number one priority. 


Arnold Stancil, Grayling Township Super- 
visor, said the township would work with the 
Lake Margrethe Property Owners Associa- 
tion to try to take care of this problem this 
year. 

The area given the second highest priority 
involves two mound wastewater systems 
just east where M-72 meets the lake. The 
study recommended the LMPOA collect 
samples from the area this summer to try to 
determine if one or both systems are respon- 
sible for extra nutrients entering the lake 
there. 

The third area where above normal levels 
of nutrients are entering the lake was on the 
east side of the lake near a trailer park 
‘where four trailers are served by one septic 
system and a drywell. The study said there 
is dense algae growth along the shoreline 
there, Although the use of the trailers is 
seasonal, the study said there are apparent- 
ly some times when the septic system can 
not handle the use, It recommended a new 
drainfield at a cost of approximately $2,500 
be installed. 

The fourth area noted in the study in- 
volved a year-round residence on the east 
side of the lake. A new mound system was 
installed at the site after the old system 
failed, and the study said it was uncertain 
whether the nutrients were still escaping 
from the old system. The study recom- 
mended the LMPOA take samples at the site 
to provide additional information. It also 
suggested the Crawford County Public 
Health Dept. take domestic well water sam- 
ples in the area to insure nitrate nitrogen 


levels were below health limits. 

The study also found problems from 
nutrient pollution caused by fertilization of 
lawns and surface runoff. It said fertilizers 
used on lawns along the lake contain the 
same nutrients that promote algae growth. 
Fertilizers used on lawns can he easily 
washed into the lake, especially where 
lawns reach to the water’s edge. The study 
said the removal of natural vegetation along 
the shore has added to the problem. 

The study recommended re-establishing 
greenbelts along the lakeshore and 
property owners interested in green lawns 
should check with the MSU Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service to determine proper use of 
fertilizer for their lawns. 

The study also said oil, chemicals, and 
sediment are reaching the lake via roadends 
all around the lake. The study recom- 
mended establishing control structures and 
diversion channels to filter runoff through 
grassy areas before it reaches the lake. 

Overall, the study found the lake in fairly 
good shape offering excellent swimming 
and fishing opportunities. It classified the 
lake as mesotrophic - in the middle stage of 
natural aging. Oligotrophic lakes (such as 
Higgins Lake or Lake Superior) have the 
highest water quality and tend to be deep, 
clear lakes with low nutrient concen- 
trations. Eutrophic lakes (such as Lake 
Eric) have poor water quality and tend to be 
shallow, turbid lakes with high nutrient 
levels. Mesotrophic lakes are between the 
two. The DNR classifies 10.7 percent of the 
state’s lakes as oligotrophic, 52.7 percent as 
mesotrophic, and 36.6 percent as eutrophic. 

Lake Margrethe was surveyed with a 
‘“‘Peeper Beeper”’ septic leachate detector 
that responds to degradation products of 
human urine in addition to whiteners found 
in laundry products. | 

Water along the entire 9.1 miles of 
shoreline was tested. Grayling Township 
and the LMPOA each contributed $750 for 
the study. ‘ 

Although Lake Margrethe isn’t very deep 
(65 feet maximum), it does have one feature 
which will help it from aging too fast. 

The retention time of water in the lake is 
only 2.1 years compared to an average of 
four to five years for other lakes and as long 
as 10 or 12 years for some lakes. The water 
in Lake Margrethe is completely replenish- 
ed in 2.1 years. 

Bob Watkins, from NEMCOG, presented a 
the survey of the 1927-acre lake at the LM- 
POA annual meeting May 27. He said the 
study shows the lake in good shape overall, 
and he felt it is important not to jump on 
property owners where problems were 
found because they had no way of knowing 
and they generally have indicated 
willingness to cooperate.

Governor James Blanchard has proposed 
changes to the 1979 Hazardous Waste Act to 
provide stricter enforcement for proper dis- 


posal, less reliance on landfills and promote 


use of alternatives, particularly incinera- 
tion. 

Despite passage of the act six years ago, 
“Public confidence in the safety of hazar- 
dous waste management in Michigan is still 
lacking,” the Governor said in outlining the 
plan at a recent meeting of the East Mich- 
igan Environmental Action Council. 

“Our strategy is part of a nationwide ef- 
fort to move away from the landfill mis- 
takes of the past and into a promising new 
future of recycling, reclamation and other 
alternatives,”’ he said. 

The Governor’s environmental assistant, 
David Dempsey, said the current law per- 
mits penalties only under a hard-to-prove 
threat to human health standard and im- 
mediate action by the state against waste 
haulers violating the act is not possible. 

He said the proposed changes would ex- 
pand enforcement of hazardous waste per- 
mits, violations, capacity limits or bonding 
requirements by permitting suspension of a 
permit. It would also eliminate the need to 
obtain warrants from prosecutors to issue 
citations to waste transporters. 

Although a failure of the current law is its 
provisions controlling establishment of a 
hazardous waste site (three proposals have 
been rejected), the Governor’s plan does not 
propose changes except for an exemption 
from review requirements for “limited 
storage facilities.” 

Instead, a study group would be appointed 
by the director of the Department of Natural 
Resources to review whether and what 
changes should be made to meet environ- 
mental and economic objectives. 

Dempsey said he hopes the studies will 
produce answers on alternatives for hazar-

Governor Offers Plan To Reduce 
Hazardous Waste in Landfills

dous waste sites and provide a clearer un- 
derstanding what facilities are needed to 
manage waste properly. 

The plan’s objective is to establish at 
least one site by 1990, by which time the per- 
centage of waste handled through landfills 
is to be cut to 50 percent, from 68 percent. 

To discourage landfill use, the plan would 
impose, beginning in 1987, a $10 per ton fee 
for hazardous waste disposed in landfills, 
which would be cut to $5 if the waste is treat- 
ed and with a credit provided if alternatives 
are used. 

The fee would produce about $2 million in 
state revenue for additional permit staff and 
enforcement of the act. 

The proposal would establish a coordi- 
nated program of notification, education 
and inspection to help the 15,000 businesses 
with small quantities accounting for about 
15 percent of the hazardous waste generated 
each year. 


MAJOR CRIME DECREASES 

State Police Director Gerald Hough 
reported incidents of major crime 
decreased 1 percent in 1984 from the prior 
year, although categories of rape, vehicle 
theft and arson were up significantly. Total 
reported crime was reported up 1 percent. 

Reported incidents of index crimes — 
murder, non-negligent manslaughter, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, lar- 
ceny-theft, motor vehicle theft and arson - 
represented one crime for every 15 resi- 
dents. 

State Police reported a 6 percent decrease 
in murders and burglaries and a 4 percent 
drop in larceny. 

The year-end report showed a 28 percent 
increase in reported rapes, 16 percent in- 
crease in auto thefts, 15 percent increase in 
arson, 10 percent increase in aggravated 
assault and a6 percent increase in robbery.

‘Medical Column

Macular degeneration is 
damage or breakdown of the 
macula. The macula is the 
point of the retina of the eye 
upon which the light rays 
meet as they are focused by 
the cornea and the lens of the 
eye. The retina receives the 
images that come through 
the ‘‘camera-like” lens of 
the eye. If the macula is 
damaged, the central part of 
the images are blocked as if 
a hlurred area had heen 
placed in the center of the 
picture. However, the 
images around the blurred 
area may be clearly visible. 

Macular degeneration - 
the most common case of 
deterioration of eyesight, 
and one of the leading cause 
of legal blindness. 

The macula is very tiny. It 
is about the size of two pencil 
leads placed side-by-side, 
about 2.5 millimeters. It has 
an entirely different type of 
vascular (system that con- 
veys fluid) supply than the 
rest of the eye, and it is 
structurally. different. The 
macula has about a million 
nerve fibers. The eye makes 
even the most sophisticated 
computers look crude in 
comparison of complexity. 

The complexity of the eye 
and the fact that the macula 
is so different from the rest 
of the eye are reasons it is so 
difficult to repair. Macular 
degeneration is only treat- 
able 20 percent of the time - 
and then only if the damage 
is discovered early and 
treated by an ophthalmolo- 
gist. 

In spite of those percen- 
tages, there is some good 
news for those with macular 
degeneration. Total blind- 
ness does not occur even 
when the damage to the 
macula is extensive. Central 
vision may be nonexistent, 
but peripheral vision still 
functions. That means the 
eye still sees objects to the 
side, but reading or close 
work is difficult or impossi- 
ble without the use of special 
low vision optical aids. 

There is no common 
denominator in determining 
who will have macular 
degeneration. It most often 
occurs in alder people, but 
aging alone does not always 
result in central vision loss. 


Macular degeneration does. 


not seem to be related to any 
particular occupation. 

The most common form of 
macular degeneration is 
called involutional macular 
degeneration. This form ac- 
counts for 70 percent of all 
cases and is associated with 
aging. It is caused by a thin- 
ning, or breakdown, of the 
tissues in the macula. 

There are other types of 
macular degeneration that 
are inherited and not asso- 
ciated with aging. Also, in- 
jury, infection or inflamma- 
tion may sometimes damage 
the delicate tissue of the 
macula. 

Macular degeneration in 
one eye is hardly noticeable 
if the other eye is not affect- 
ed. That means it can 
progress to a great degree 
before one would notice any- 
thing was wrong. That is just 
one reason to have a regular 
vision examination, because 
the vision specialist can tell 
if something is wrong before 
the patient has any indica- 
tion of problems. 

Persons over the age of 50 
or persons who have a 
family history of retinal 
problems especially should 
have periodic checkups for 
their eyes to prevent vision 
loss. 

Other leading causes of 
deterioration of eyesight are 
cataracts and diabetes. Per- 
sons with macular degenera- 
tion can be declared legally 
blind because of the loss of 
central vision; persons blind 
hecause of cataracts or dia- 
betes do not have the side 
vision that remains with 
macular degeneration.

The eye is complex, but 
many conditions once un- 
treatable are now cared for 
quite easily. As with other 
medical treatment,

Herbal 
corner 


Have you planted your 
tomatoes yet? Even if you 
have you can still try this 
suggestion. Go to your near- 
est drywaller and beg, 
borrow, or buy a five-gallon 
plastic pail. Drill a hole near 
the edge on the bottom and 
use a jigsaw to cut out the 
bottom. This pail is then 
placed over your tomatoe 
plant and twisted into the 
soil. 

We experimented with this 
a couple of years ago and 
learned a few fascinating 
facts. First, the tomatoes 
can be planted in May. When 
you suspect a frosty evening, 
simply place the lid over the 
bucket. When the plant 
grows large enough to touch 
the inside of the pail, only the 
leaves touching the pail may 
be affected by the frost. 
Second, you put your com- 
posted material inside the 
pail or your commercial fer- 
tilizer around the inside edge 
(putting the coirumercial fer- 
tilizer around your plants 
will burn as it dissolves). In 
any case you only fertilize 
the tomatoe plant and not 
your path. Third, the plastic 
pail will act as a mini hot- 
house for your tomatoe 
plants keeping their roots 
and stem warmer than the 
environment. Fourth, what a 
tomatoe stake you have! 
Your tomatoes droop over 
the sides for easy picking. 

When the growing season 
is over you simply pull up 
your tornatoe plant and hang 
it upside down in your 
garage to let the other 
tomatoes ripen and_ store 
your pail till next year. We 
planted 48 plants - 25 were in 
pails and 23 without. The 
tomatoe plants in the pail 
grew twice their normal size 
and tasted just as sweet.

(Under Authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929, and Act 230 P.A. 1925, as amended) 


STATEWIDE TROUT AND 
SALMON REGULATIONS 


Under the authority of Section 3 of Act 230, P.A, 
1925, and Act 165, P.A. 1929, as amended, being Sections 
300.3 and 303.1, respectively, of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its May 17, 
1985, meeting, rescinded its July 13, 1984, order, No. CFI 
104.85, and ordered that for a period beginning June 1, 
1985, through March 31, 1987, no person shall possess, 
take or attempt to take, any species of trout or salmon 
from any of the waters of this state except by hook and 
line during the open seasons prescribed, and within the 
minimum size limits and maximum possession limits in- 
dicated below. 


Statewide open seasons on all trout streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 (longer on waters designated 
by the Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on all 
trout and salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other in- 
land lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all 
trout and salmon except on Lake Huron and its tributary 
streams and on Lake Michigan and its tributary streams 
the season on lake trout is from May 1 through August 
15. Also, the following defined areas are established as 
refuge areas for lake trout rehabilitation and are closed to 
sport fishing for lake trout. . 


LAKE MICHIGAN (NORTH) 
All waters enclosed in an area commencing at a point 
9 miles due west of 7-mile point, then westerly for 131% 
miles, then north 5% miles, then west for 9 miles, then 
north for 11 miles then west for 18 miles, then south for 
381% miles, then east for 9 miles, then north for 5% miles, 
then east for 9 miles, then north for 5% miles, then east 
for 18 miles, then north for 5% miles, then east for 4% 
miles, then north for 5% miles to the point of beginning. 


LAKE MICHIGAN (SOUTH) 

All waters enclosed in an area commencing at a point 
12% miles due west of the lake entrance of Duck Lake, 
Muskegon County (T11N, R18W, Sec. 24), then west to 
the state boundary, then southerly along the state bound- 
ary to a point due west of a point 1% miles south of Lake 
Macatawa Harbor entrance, then due east 14 miles, then 
north to point of origin. 


LAKE HURON 


All waters enclosed in an area commencing from Pt. 
Anderson (T41N, R5E, Sec. 17) to a point 21 miles south, 
then easterly to the international boundary, then norther- 
ly along the international boundary to a point due east of 
the point of jand south and east of Bass Cove on Drum- 
mond {sland (T41N, R7E, Sec, 26) then due west to the in- 
tersection of Drummond Island (T41N, R7E, Sec. 26). 


Size limits shall be 8 inches in Lower Peninsula 
streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 in- 
ches on all lakes. The possession limit for trout and 
salmon shall be 6 fish singly or in combination but no 
more than 2 lake trout or splake from Lake Superior and 
Lake Huron and their tributary streams, except that an 
additional 6 brook or brown trout may be taken from 
streams from the last Saturday in April through Septem- 
ber 30 only. 


In addition to one day’s possession Kmit of salmon 
and trout, a person may possess an additional two days’ 
possession limit of processed salmon. For the purposes of 
this Commission Order, the term processed means: 

(a} Canned in a sealed container 

(b) Cured by smoking or drying 

(c} Frozen in a solid state 

Any processed salmon or trout aboard a vessel on the 
water or at dockside shall be included in the daily 
possession limit.

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Resource 
Review

Most of you are aware that 
there is a proposal to change 
the DNR licensing program. 
This proposal includes more 
than just an increase in 
license fees, although an in- 
crease is part of the 
proposal. 

The changes, the first sin- 
ce 1981, are necessary to off- 
set the effect of inflation on 
the Game and Fish Protec- 
tion Fund. Monies for the 
Fisneries, Law Biilorcement 
and Wildlife Divisions come 
from the Game and Fish 
Fund. Almost all of the 
money in the Fund comes 
from the sales of hunting and 
fishing licenses. This source 
of revenue remains con- 
stant, while costs have con- 
tinued to grow. Without pas- 
sage of the proposal there 
will be a projected $4.8 
million dollar deficit the next 
fiscal year, starting this Oc- 
tober. The effect of this 
shortfall is not known at this 
time. Certainly the three 
divisions mentioned above 
will bear the brunt. Depart- 
mental! priorities will decide 
which programs will be cut. 
Layoff of Conservation Offi- 
cers, biologists or 
technicians is a possibility. 

The proposal would amend 
H.B. 4047 currently in the 
House Committee on Conser- 
vation and the Environment 
chaired by Representative 
Thomas Scott. It includes 
license changes, license fee 
increases, making the 
fisheries program eligible 
for more federal money, 
hiring 45 additional conser- 
vation officers, general fund 
support for property taxes 
and reimbursement for 
reduced senior citizen fees 
and establishing a Game and 
Fish Trust Fund. 

The overall package 
should eliminate the project- 
ed fiscal year 1985/86 deficit 
and provide __ sufficient 
monies and keep the Game 
and Fish Protection Fund 
solvent until fiscal year 1990- 
91. The Fish and Game Trust 
Fund should then generate 
sufficient revenue to mini- 


mize the need for raising . 


hunting and fishing license 
fees as a result of inflation.
